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THE  EMBLEM 


The  official  emblem  for  The  United  Methodist  Church  combines  the  cross 
and  a flame  symbolizing  the  Holy  Spirit.  The  emblem  for  United  Methodist 
Women  likewise  includes  the  cross  and  flame. 

The  cross  and  flame  are  ancient  symbols  of  the  church  dating  back  to  the 
days  of  Christ  and  Pentecost.  Each  evokes  images  of  sacrifice,  witness  and 
service.  They  remind  us  of  both  the  opportunities  and  obligations  of 
discipleship.  Paul's  ancient  words  to  Timothy  have  fresh'  and  contemporary 
meaning:  "...  I now  remind  you  to  stir  into  flame  the  gift  of  God  which  is 
within  you."  (II  Timothy  1 :6a-NEB) 

As  part  of  the  emblem  for  United  Methodist  Women  these  symbols  remind  us 
of  our  PURPOSE,  that  of  helping  women  to  grow  in  their  understanding  of  and 
willingness  to  participate  in  the  mission  of  the  church.  These  also  remind  us  of 
our  heritage,  of  women  who  pioneered  in  the  service  for  the  church  at  home  and 
abroad  and  in  organizing  women  for  mission  service  and  support  in  many  areas 
of  need. 

The  shape  of  the  emblem  is  likewise  symbolic.  It  is  fluid  and  free-flowing, 
suggesting  change  and  mobility.  As  organized  groups  of  women,  this  has  been 
our  heritage.  Often  at  the  forefront  of  movements  for  change,  at  times 
supporting  the  projects  initiated  by  others,  but  always  aware  of  the  times  and 
striving  to  move  with  them  rather  than  be  overwhelmed  by  them. 

The  cross,  the  flame,  and  the  individual  with  her  abilities  and  opportunities  ~ 
all  elements  of  a 20th  century  movement  for  United  Methodist  Vl^omen. 


PURPOSE 

The  organized  unit  of  United  Methodist  Women  shall  be  a community  of 
women  whose  PURPOSE  is  to  know  God  and  to  experience  freedom  as  whole 
persons  through  Jesus  Christ;  to  develop  a creative,  supportive  fellowship;  and  to 
expand  concepts  of  mission  through  participation  in  the  global  ministries  of  the 
church.

3.  Continuing  assistance  from  District  counterparts  in  encouraging  counterparts  to 
keep  in  touch 

Mrs.  Brock  reported  that  she  had  communicated  with  the  District  Coordinators  and 
had  visited  a local  unit  in  New  Orleans.  Mrs.  Brock  has  been  invited  to  lead  District  Retreats 
in  Ruston  and  Baton  Rouge,  and  she  is  looking  forward  to  the  training  to  be  received  in 
Cincinnati  March  14-16,  1975. 

Christian  Social  Involvement  — Mrs.  Arthur  M.  Johnson  reported  that  her  goals  for 

1975  are: 

1.  To  share  with  all  District  Christian  Social  Involvement  Chairpersons  materials  sent 
her  from  the  Women’s  Division 

2.  To  encourage  District  counterparts  to  study  today's  issues  and  become  involved  in 
their  communities 

Implementation  of  the  goals  are  to  be  by: 

1.  Written  communications 

2.  Telephone  calls 

3.  Workshops 

Mrs.  Johnson  said  that  she  is  having  success,  because  her  counterparts  have  written  to 
her  saying  they  are  being  helped.  Mrs.  Johnson  has  attended  many  meetings  and  workshops 
which  gave  her  enlightment.

Supportive  Community  — Mrs.  E.  Mae  Calvin  reported  that  she  has  communicated  with 
the  nine  District  Chairpersons  of  Supportive  Community.  Four  District  Coordinators  of 
Supportive  Community  responded.  All  District  Coordinators  have  information  on  Interna- 
tional Women's  Year  and  the  World  Hunger  Problem.  Prayer  Calendars  have  been  mailed  to 
Conference  Executive  members. 

Committee  on  Membership  --  Mrs.  Carruth  said  that  membership  is  the  weakest  link, 
and  we  need  to  stress  the  importance  of  this  committee  especially  on  the  local  level. 
Materials  on  Membership  have  been  mailed  to  all  local  presidents.  It  is  hoped  the  local 
Committee  on  Membership  will  receive  the  materials.  Only  50%  of  local  units  have  a Com- 
mittee on  Membership.  Mrs.  Carruth  asked  that  we  have  a functioning  Committee  on  Mem- 
bership on  all  levels. 

Committee  on  Nominations  — Mrs.  Cecil  Read  reported  that  she  has  been  in  contact 
with  all  members  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations.  Mrs.  Read  hopes  to  have  a meeting  of 
the  entire  group  in  early  spring  for  the  purpose  of  selecting  Conference  Officer  nominees. 

The  goals  for  the  Committee  on  Nominations  are: 

1.  To  participate  in  the  School  of  Christian  Mission 

2.  To  obtain  names  of  nominees  for  the  Jurisdiction  Meeting  1976

Constitution  and  Bylaws  — Mrs.  Dameron,  Chairperson,  gave  the  following  report.

"The  time  between  the  election  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  assumption  of 
her  duties  shall  be  a time  of  training  during  which  she  will  work  with 
the  incumbent  Treasurer,  especially  in  preparing  the  Fourth  Quarterly 
Report.  The  Treasurer-elect  shall  attend  all  Finance  and  Executive 
Committee  meetings  and  training  events  occuring  during  the  interim 
period." 

b.  "The  incumbent  Treasurer  shall  conduct  the  training  for  District 
Treasurers  at  the  District  Elected  Leaders  Workshop,  with  expenses 
allowed  according  to  the  Guidelines  approved  for  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee." 

Mrs.  Dameron  moved  that  the  Guidelines  referred  to  above  be  printed  in  the  Annual 
Report.  Seconded  by  Mrs.  Blakeman.  Motion  carried. 

Women's  Division  — Mrs.  Charles  B.  McGowan,  member  of  Women's  Division,  said  that 
it  was  a pleasure  for  her  to  serve.  She  mentioned  that  many  opportunities  are  provided  as  a 
result  of  the  Women's  Division.  She  stated  that  one  of  the  purposes  of  the  Women's  Division 
is  to  make  women's  place  in  the  church  viable.  Mrs.  McGowan  said  she  serves  on  the  Section 
of  Program  and  Education  and  Appropriations.  She  said  that  we  receive  many  pamphlets 
that  are  planned  by  the  Finance  Section.  Mrs.  McGowan  stated  that  the  Women's  Division 
did  not  get  an  overall  increase  in  general.  The  total  increase  from  Conferences  was  4%. 
Thirty  Conferences  pledged  5%  increase. 

Jurisdiction  Core  Planning  Group  — In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Inez  W.  Chrisentery  who 
was  attending  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  meeting  in  Shreveport,  the  information 
relative  to  the  Faith  Forums  was  distributed  along  with  Registration  Blanks.  The  two  Faith 
Forums  mentioned  were  March  15-16,  1975,  School  of  Theology,  Center  for  Renewal, 
Kansas  City,  Mo.  and  April  12-13,  1975  to  be  held  at  Sacramento  Methodist  Assembly, 
Sacramento,  New  Mexico. 

Regional  Staff  Member  — Ms.  Joan  L.  Clark  explained  how  the  Region  is  set  up  with 
13  Conferences.  Ms.  Clark  stated  that  she  worked  with  Conferences  and  Districts  on  priority 
basis.  She  stated,  if  requesting  her  services,  set  date  6 months  in  advance. 

Regional  Advisory  Committee  Representative  — Mrs.  Louis  M.  Bennett  reported  that 
she  attended  a meeting  in  Dallas  on  January  11,  1975  with  discussion  on  the  following 
points:

2.  To  work  with  the  Membership  Chairperson  in  developing  a membership  campaign 

3.  To  give  recognition  to  local  units  engaged  in  mission  studies 

The  Program  Committee  will  meet  November  8,  1975  at  Newman  United  Methodist 
Church,  Alexandria,  Louisiana  from  10:00  a.m.  until  2:00  p.m.  It  was  moved  by  Mrs. 
McGowan,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Calvin  that  the  Program  Committee  be  given  the  opportunity 
to  present  for  discussion  the  possibility  of  participating  in  the  Project  proposal  of  the 
Women's  Division  — "World  Hunger  and  the  Impact  of  Agribusiness  on  U.  S.  Small  Farms," 
as  a possible  new  program  for  1976,  and  suggest  specific  ways  in  which  the  Conference  and 
Districts  can  be  involved  in  this  Special  Project.

It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Dameron,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Carruth  that  a person  filling  an 
unexpired  term  on  the  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  rotate  off  the  Committee  in  the 
class  of  her  predecessor,  regardless  of  length  of  time  served.  A person  having  served  an 
unexpired  term  may  be  eligible  for  election  to  a full  (three  year)  term  after  an  interval  of 
two  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION  AND  BYLAWS 

September  12, 13, 1975 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  .and  Bylaws  recommends  the  following  changes  in 
Bylaws  and  Standing  Rules: 


The  District  Organization 


1.  Article  V,  Section  2,  D: 

That  the  sentence,  “The  Treasurer-elect  shall  assist  the  outgoing  Treasurer  in  preparing 
the  fourth  quarterly  report",  be  deleted.  Section  2,  D will  then  read:  "Those  elected  shall 
assume  their  duties  immediately,  except  the  Treasurer,  who  shall  assume  her  duties  on 
January  1 , following  her  election." 

2.  That  the  following  new  Standing  Rule,  No.  6,  be  added  to  the  Standing  Rules  for  the 
District  Organization: 

"The  time  between  the  election  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  assumption  of  her  duties  shall 
be  a time  of  training  during  which  she  will  work  with  the  incumbent  Treasurer,  especially  in 
preparing  the  fourth  quarterly  report.  The  Treasurer-elect  shall  attend  all  Finance  and 
Executive  Committee  meetings  and  training  events  occuring  during  this  interim  period. 

The  Conference  Organization 


1 . Article  V,  Section  2,  A: 

Add  the  following  new  paragraph.  No.  3:  "A  person  filling  an  unexpired  term  on  the 
Committee  on  Nominations  shall  rotate  off  the  Committee  with  the  class  of  her  predecessor, 
regardless  of  length  of  time  served.  A person,  having  served  an  unexpired  term,  may  be 

eligible  for  election  to  a full  term  (3  years)  after  an  interval  of  two  years. 

2.  Article  V,  Section  2,  C 3: 

Amend  the  sentence  by  substituting  the  word  "term"  for  the  word  "year"  at  the  end 
of  the  sentence.  Section  2,  C 3 will  then  read:  "One  year  or  more  of  an  unexpired  term  shall 
constitute  a full  term."* 

‘(Clarification:  A person  who  has  served  less  than  the  time  which  constitutes  a full 
term  (1  year)  shall  be  eligible  to  election  for  a full  two-year  term,  with  the  privilege  of 
election  to  a second  term  in  the  same  office.  An  unexpired  term  of  less  than  one  year  shall 
not  count  against  tenure. 

Though  one  year  served  on  an  unexpired  term  shall  constitute  a full  term  of  service,  it 
shall  count  as  only  one  year  on  tenure.) 

3.  Article  V,  Section  2,  D: 

That  the  sentence,  "The  Treasurer-elect  shall  assist  the  out-going  Treasurer  in  preparing 
the  fourth  quarterly  report",  be  deleted.  Section  2,  D will  then  read:  "Those  elected  shall 
assume  their  duties  immediately,  except  the  Treasurer,  who  shall  assume  her  duties  on 
January  1 , following  her  election." 

4.  That  the  following  new  Standing  Rule,  No.  3,  a and  b,  under  "Other  Leadership"  be 
added  to  the  Standing  Rules  for  the  Conference  Organization: 

3 a.  The  time  between  the  election  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  assumption  of  her  duties 
shall  be  a time  of  training  during  which  she  shall  work  with  the  incumbent 
Treasurer,  especially  in  preparing  the  fourth  quarterly  report.  The  Treasurer-elect 
shall  attend  all  Finance  and  Executive  Committee  meetings  and  training  events 
occuring  during  the  interim  period. 

b.  The  incumbent  Treasurer  shall  conduct  the  training  for  District  Treasurers  at  the 
District  Elected  Leaders'  Workshop,  with  expenses  allowed  according  to  the 
guidelines  approved  for  members  of  the  Executive  Committee.

Christian  Personhood: 

The  year  1974-75  has  been  filled  with  exciting  opportunities  and  experiences  for 
growth  in  Christian  Personhood.  As  we  celebrate  our  second  birthday,  it  is  hoped  that  we 
are  coming  to  ".  . . experience  freedom  as  whole  persons  through  Jesus  Christ  . . ." 

Three  special  events  provided  excellent  help  for  Conference  leadership  in  Christian 
Personhood:  the  Experience  Enrichment  Workshop  at  Hot  Wells,  Division  Training  for  new 
Conference  Officers  in  Cincinnati,  and  the  West  Gulf  Regional  School  of  Christian  Mission 
at  Mt.  Sequoyah.  In  turn,  I led  training  in  this  line  at  District  Leadership  Training  in 
Alexandria  last  fall  (attended  by  eight  of  the  nine  Coordinators)  and  at  School  of  Mission 
Leaders'  Training  (attended  by  21  women,  representing  eight  Districts). 

To  help  implement  the  mission  emphasis  of  Christian  Personhood,  each  Local  Unit 
should  promote  the  following:  (1)  Call  to  Prayer  and  Self-Denial  program;  (2)  the  Spiritual 
Growth  Study  ("Jonah"  and/or  "The  Prophets");  (3)  "Prayer  Calendar";  (4)  the  Reading 
Program.  Those  who  have  included  all  four  in  their  program  this  year  have  provided  im- 
measurable opportunities  for  growth  in  Christian  Personhood,  a basic  and  vital  part  of  our 
organization. 

The  spiritual  well-being  of  our  Conference  might  be  judged  by  the  fact  that  seven 
Districts  had  Retreats  (or  "Day-Aparts");  and  that  according  to  the  218  Local  Evaluation 
Reports  sent  to  Service  Center  last  year  (out  of  our  371  Units)  189  Units  reported  observ- 
ances of  Call  to  Prayer  and  Self-Denial  (with  offerings  that  helped  make  '74  a record  year), 
54  Units  reported  studying  "Contemporary  Christians"  and  47  "Jonah",  87  used  the 
"Prayer  Calendar",  and  133  participated  in  the  Reading  Program. 

These  could  well  be  valid  indications.  But  the  only  true  test  lies  in  the  continuing 
spiritual  growth  of  each  person.  Are  YOU  and  I "living  in  the  company  of  the  perfect  law 
that  sets  us  free,  then  accepting  the  discipline  for  acting  upon  that  which  we  hear,  and 
becoming  the  whole  mature  persons  that  Christ  enables  us  to  be"?  (James  1:22-25  para- 
phrased in  our  Handbook) . Will  you  join  me  in  gratitude  for  blessings  afforded  through  our 
organization  and  in  sincere  prayer  for  personal  responses  heeding  God's  call.

The  concept  for  Supportive  Community  has  developed  from  the  Bible  and  other  re- 
sources. The  Conference  Coordinator  for  Supportive  Community  grew  in  understanding  of 
the  work  by  attending  the  Workshop  for  Newly  Elected  Leaders  in  Cincinnati  and  the 
Ecumenical  Meeting  sponsored  by  Church  Women  United  held  in  Fayetteville,  Arkansas,  in 
July.

Special  mailouts  on  the  International  Women's  Year  were  sent  to  all  District  Coordin- 
ators and  the  materials  were  also  sent  to  members  of  the  Conference  Executive  Committee. 

The  Supportive  Community  Coordinator  is  working  closely  with  the  Districts.

United  Methodist  Women  are  showing  increased  interest  in  the  expanding  mission 
concepts  through  their  participation  in  the  Globa!  Ministries  of  the  Church.  They  are  inter- 
ested in  the  new  forms  of  mission,  and  seek  to  find  the  most  effective  way  of  making  Christ 
known  around  the  globe  --  hence  the  term.  Global  Ministries.  This  increased  interest  was 
evidenced  by  an  increase  of  18%  attendance  at  the  Conference  School  of  Christian  Mission 
for  1975  over  1974,  from  286  to  338. 

United  Methodist  Women  have  responded  to  the  World  Hunger  situation  by  increased 
giving  to  UMCOR  and  supplemental  gifts  to  aid  people,  expeciatly  women,  in  the  areas  of 
the  world  where  starvation  is  rampant. 

In  order  to  keep  abreast  of  the  constantly  changing  world  conditions.  Units  are  urged 
to  use  response  magazine.  New  World  Outlook,  the  three  suggested  Studies,  Mission  Inter- 
preters, and  the  audio-visuals  which  may  be  secured  from  the  Conference  Council  on  Min- 
istries. Papers  and  magazines  are  filled  with  news  items  of  particular  interest  to  Mission 
Coordinators  of  Christian  Global  Concerns  as  peoples  in  all  parts  of  the  world  struggle  for 
self-identification,  and  it  would  be  an  excellent  idea  to  keep  a clipping  file  of  pertinent 
items.

ANNUAL  REPORTS  OF  DISTRICT  PRESIDENTS 
(Oct.  1974  to  Oct.  1975) 


Alexandria: 

The  Alexandria  District  United  Methodist  Women  started  the  year  with  its  District 
Meeting  at  Horseshoe  United  Methodist  Church,  Alexandria,  on  Oct.  13,  1974  with  the 
largest  attendance  ever.  25  of  the  33  units  were  represented  with  a total  of  125  persons.  The 
theme  of  the  meeting  was  "Let  There  Be  Joy"  with  Mrs.  Finis  Crutchfield,  Jr.  as  guest 
speaker. 

Our  District  Executive  Committee  has  met  once  a quarter  in  different  churches  with  a 
luncheon.  We  also  established  a Prayer-Birthday  calendar  among  members.  We  feel  these  two 
things  have  made  for  better  working  relationships.  Our  goals  for  1975  were: 

1 . To  promote  attendance  at  the  School  of  Christian  Missions. 

2.  To  sponsor  a scholarship  for  a young  woman  from  the  Alexandria  District  to  attend 
the  School  of  Christian  Missions.  (Scholarship  will  cover  room,  board,  and 
registration.  Young  women  must  be  between  the  ages  of  19-30.) 

3.  To  develop  better  lines  of  communications  with  the  members  of  the  local  units. 

4.  To  visit  every  local  UMW  unit  in  the  Alexandria  District. 
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5.  To  establish  a Prayer-Birthday  Calendar  for  the  members  of  the  District  Executive 
Committee. 

6.  To  promote  in  local  units  giving  to  Special  Memberships,  In  Remembrance  Gifts 
and  the  World  Thank  Offering. 

Training  for  the  local  units  was  provided  with  a Leadership  Training  Day  at  Newman 
United  Methodist  Church  in  Alexandria  on  January  18,  1975.  A panel  with  Mrs.  Nathaniel 
Perry,  Mrs.  Ed  Carruth,  Mrs.  Robert  Brupbacher,  Jr.,  and  Mrs.  Luther  Rone  demonstrated 
how  UMW  work  together.  The  theme  for  the  workshop  was  “Come  Alive  in  '75".  The 
representation  of  the  local  units  was  very  inspiring.  Each  lady  brought  her  favorite  salad  and 
we  enjoyed  a salad  luncheon  and  wonderful  fellowship. 

Newsletters  were  sent  to  each  local  and  district  elected  leader,  ministers.  District  Supt., 
and  Conference  President. 

To  promote  School  of  Christian  Missions,  the  District  Mission  Team  presented 
scholarships  to  4 young  ladies  between  ages  19-30  to  attend  the  School.  Alexandria  District 
was  represented  at  both  the  first  and  second  sessions  with  41  attending.  Four  ladies  stayed 
for  both  sessions.  Two  young  mothers  brought  their  babies  and  babysitters  so  they  could 
attend.  We  are  happy  to  report  that  we  had  more  young  adults  than  any  other.  Following 
this,  a Mission  Tour  to  Dulac  on  November  15, 1975  was  formed  with  more  applicants  than 
we  can  accommodate. 

Some  of  the  Mission  Team  visited  with  local  units  presenting  programs  and  promoting 
more  interest.  It  was  a joy  to  be  among  the  local  ladies  and  feel  their  enthusiasm.  Two  new 
units  have  been  organized. 

We  have  worked  with  and  promoted  Church  Women  United,  having  shared  a Retreat 
with  them. 

Forty-six  women  from  our  District  attended  the  Annual  Meeting  in  Ruston  with  3 
local  units  participating  in  the  Finance  Cluster  Group.  Everyone  attending  reported  that  it 
was  just  GREAT! 

On  October  19,  1975  Palestine  United  Methodist  Church  hosted  the  District  Annual 
Meeting  planned  by  Mrs.  Sidney  B.  Evans,  Jr.  and  her  Committee  on  Program,  with  an 
attendance  of  110  ladies  representing  23  units.  The  theme  "Yesterday,  Today,  and 
Tomorrow"  was  developed  by  Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron  of  Pineville  with  historical  moments  of 
"I  remember  when  ...  ",  Mrs.  Gretchen  Benner,  missionary  to  Japan,  with  thoughts  of 
Today,  and  Mrs.  Gertrude  Holmes,  District  Coordinator  of  Global  Concerns  and  the  four 
Scholarship  participants,  injecting  thoughts  for  Tomorrow.  Mrs.  Robert  Compton, 
immediate  Past  Conference  President,  commissioned  the  newly  elected  leaders.  Mrs.  Richard 
(Janet)  Hoffpauir  was  installed  as  the  new  President.  We  have  once  again  overpaid  our 
Pledge  to  Missions. 

I have  found  my  four  years  as  District  President  to  be  both  a rewarding  and  unique 
opportunity.  We  have  been  through  a changing  and  growing  period  and  I feel  that  we  are 
truly  ready  to  go  forward  into  tomorrow  with  renewed  interest.  As  we  look  back,  we  realize 
that  God  has  truly  blessed  us,  for  we  have  grown  in  His  love,  in  His  work,  and  in 
understanding  of  one  another.

Baton  Rouge: 

The  second  year  for  United  Methodist  Women  of  the  Baton  Rouge  District  was  filled 
with  love,  friendliness  and  spiritual  growth;  a true  experience  of  Supportive  Community. 
Beginning  with  Local  Elected  Leaders  Training  in  November,  the  highlight  of  that  event  was 
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a panel  discussion  by  the  Four  Mission  Coordinators  presented  as  a team.  Also,  a special 
workshop  on  small  groups  (sub-groups)  received  much  interest. 

Expanding  concepts  of  Mission  were  experienced  by  48  women  as  the  Annual  Baton 
Rouge  District  Mission  Tour  included:  the  U.S.  Public  Health  Service  Hospital,  Carville  (a 
visit  with  Dr.  Margaret  Brand),  the  Louisiana  Correctional  Institute  for  Women,  St.  Gabriel, 
the  Hughes  United  Methodist  Church  Center,  BR,and  the  Baton  Rouge  Mental  Health  Assn. 
(An  urgent  need  for  cots  by  the  Hughes  Day  Care  Center  received  immediate  response  by 
Local  Units  represented.) 

"To  Know  God  — " was  the  theme  for  the  District  Day  Apart  at  Camp  Istrouma. 
Fifty-five  women  explored  the  meaning  through  prayer,  song,  scriptures,  in  group 
discussions,  and  in  guided  worship  by  Conference  Coordinator  for  Christian  Personhood, 
Mrs.  Walter  H.  Brock. 

Four  Scholarships  were  awarded  for  the  School  of  Christian  Mission.  Following  the 
School,  which  was  attended  by  53  at  the  first  session  and  42  at  the  second  session  (10  of 
those  at  both  sessions),  a "Talk  About"  session  was  held  at  First  Church,  BR.  Comments 
were  freely  expressed  by  37  at  that  gathering  and  wonderful  fellowship  and  good  food  was 
enjoyed  at  the  covered  dish  lunch  which  followed;  continuing  the  spirit  of  the  School. 

Resulting  from  the  efforts  of  District  Leadership  and  the  Membership  Committee  in 
1974,  three  new  Units  — St.  Peter,  Wiley  (Maringouin)  and  Green  Chapel  (Lottie)  — were 
included  in  the  first  Quarter  of  1975.  A Cluster  Meeting  was  held  in  the  Clinton-Norwood 
area  including  8 churches,  members  and  non-members.  A Mini-Leadership  Program  was 
presented  with  every  member  of  the  District  Executive  Committee  participating.  One  new 
Unit  was  organized,  Mt.  Zion,  Clinton,  bringing  our  total  to  42. 

Five  Local  Units  participated  enthusiastically  in  the  Creative  Interest  Task  Force 
Group  at  the  Conference  Annual  Meeting.  The  47  in  attendance  included  our  District 
Superintendent,  Rev.  Robert  B.  Crichlow  and  Mrs.  Crichlow. 

A wonderful  year  was  culminated  on  October  4, 1975  when  Ingleside  UMW  hosted  the 
District  Annual  Meeting.  Mrs.  Finis  A.  Crutchfield  used  the  theme,  "You  have  been  chosen 
to  be  a Christian  Presence",  to  tell  about  the  presence  of  the  Christian  Church  in  Southeast 
Asia  and  where  needs  still  exist.  A response  to  her  challenge  and  other  concerns  of  the  Local 
Units  were  made  through  Small  Group  Discussions.  The  total  attendance  was  170.  A 
Fellowship  Dinner  at  LSU  Union  the  previous  evening  honored  our  speaker,  husbands, 
ministers  and  guests.  A luncheon  followed  the  Annual  Meeting. 

The  total  Financial  Support  to  Missions  for  1974  of  $23,41 1 .12  represented  a sizeable 
overpayment.  Indications  are  that  the  1975  pledge  of  $19,850.00  will  be  met.  The  total 
membership  is  1,963.

Hammond: 

The  Hammond  District  reports  an  enthusiastic  and  well-coordinated  year  of  work  for 
United  Methodist  Women  in  1975.  The  District  Mission  Team  functioned  well  and  the 
dedication  of  women  who  gave  top  priorities  to  the  serving  in  church  related  capacities  paid 
dividends  for  our  organization. 

Following  good  workshops  for  the  training  of  local  officers,  the  local  presidents  of  42 
units  undertook  the  challenge  of  building  mission  emphases,  of  educating  the  women  for 
mission  giving,  and  to  involve  women  in  a variety  of  activities  and  programs.  The 
recommended  studies  were  used  by  many  units  and  many  developed  outreach  projects  that 
gave  reality  to  material  studied.

A district  meeting  was 
hosted  by  Ponchatoula  Church  at  which  time  Doretha  B.  Cooper,  the  visiting  missionary, 
was  the  principal  speaker. 

Twenty-seven  women  from  over  the  District  attended  the  Schools  of  Mission  in 
Shreveport,  some  staying  for  both  sessions.  An  equally  large  number  of  women  attended  the 
Annual  Meeting  in  Ruston,  bringing  back  to  the  District  many  fine  ideas  to  be  put  into 
practice  in  1976. 

The  new  church  in  Mandeville,  St.  Timothy  on  the  North  Shore,  has  formed  a new 
United  Methodist  Women's  group,  another  church  has  reactivated  its  unit,  and  several 
churches  have  indicated  interest  in  forming  units. 

The  annual  District  Meeting  held  in  Gonzales  on  October  1 1 was  well  attended  by 
approximately  115  women  and  guests.  Dr.  Margaret  Brand  from  Carville  was  the  principal 
speaker,  and  the  Gonzales  ladies  provided  a light  luncheon  for  the  entire  group. 

The  Hammond  District  looks  forward  to  1976  with  confidence  and  joy  in  participation 
in  United  Methodist  Women.

It  would  be  a glorious  thing  if  the  women  of  Monroe  District  would  stir  into  flame  the 
gift  of  God  which  is  within  each  of  them  and  become  more  enthusiastic,  loving,  giving 
members  of  United  Methodist  Women.

Ruston: 

Three  things  can  be  said  about  Ruston  District  United  Methodist  Women  in  1975  — we 
are  growing;  we  are  going,  and  we  are  giving.  We  trust  these  are  ways  and  means  of  helping 
us  experience  the  knowing,  developing  and  expanding  goals  within  the  Purpose  of  United 
Methodist  Women. 

Three  new  units  were  organized  during  the  year  — Athens,  Choudrant  and  Concord. 
Now  there  are  thirty-seven  local  units  in  the  district  mission  work,  and  we  are  grateful  for 
each  one  of  them. 

Our  going  has  been  to  conference  and  district  meetings.  More  units  were  represented  in 
each  meeting  this  year  than  in  1974.  Leadership  training  in  January  involved  106  members 
from  24  units.  Six  sub-district  cluster  meetings  during  March  for  evaluation  and  progress 
reports  were  attended  by  136  members  representing  24  units.  Eighty-five  women'from  19 
units  came  together  in  April  at  Camp  Caney  for  a district  retreat  led  by  Mrs.  Walter  Brock, 
Conference  Mission  Coordinator  for  Christian  Personhood.  She  challenged  each  of  us  with 
this  admonition  Jesus  gave  to  Peter,  "Feed  my  sheep". 

Following  the  Conference  School  of  Christian  Mission  (21  members,  10  units  — our 
representation)  Ruston  District  United  Methodist  Women  got  ready  for  the  Conference 
Annual  Meeting  in  our  district  September  12  and  13  at  Trinity  United  Methodist  Church. 
Registration  for  this  good  meeting  listed  111  women  from  24  units  within  our  district.  Five 
units  participated  in  the  Leadership  Task  Force  Group  led  by  Mrs.  Cecil  Read,  Conference 
Chairperson  — Committee  on  Nominations.  These  were  Bienville,  Downsville,  Ruston-Grace, 
Homer  and  Minden-First. 

During  the  cluster  meetings  in  the  spring  the  women  chose  to  combine  our  District 
Annual  Meeting  and  School  of  Christian  Mission  in  October.  To  our  knowledge  this  had 
never  been  done  before.  It  is  an  interesting  coincidence  that  111  members  from  24  units 
attended.  At  this  writing  we  are  looking  forward  to  the  women's  evaluation  of  the  "first". 

I cannot  be  so  specific  about  our  giving,  but  pledge  to  missions  receipts  for  three 
quarters  indicate  we  will  meet  our  increased  pledge  this  year.  Every  local  unit  was  asked  to 
provide  sandwiches  and  cookies  for  the  Conference  Annual  Meeting.  The  response  was  great 
enough  to  serve  the  record  number  of  persons  who  attended.  Several  units  in  the  district 
prepared  and  served  quarterly  or  annual  lunches  for  Wesley  Foundation  at  Louisiana  Tech. 
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We  praise  God  from  Whom  many  blessings  have  come  to  and  through  our  growing, 
going  and  giving!

STANDING  RULES  FOR  LOCAL  UNITS 
UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN 


1.  No  new  unit  may  be  officially  reported  until  a quarterly  report  has  been  sent  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  new  unit  to  the  district  treasurer. 

2.  a.  Support  for  projects  which  are  the  financial  responsibility  of  the  church-at-large 

should  be  as  individual  members  of  the  church  rather  than  through  the  treasuries 
of  United  Methodist  Women. 

b.  It  is  against  the  policy  of  the  Women's  Division  to  release  lists  of  officers  to  any 
organization  or  commercial  firm. 

3.  All  appeals  for  funds  not  included  in  the  adopted  budget  of  the  Unit  shall  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Finance  (or  the  Executive  Committee  if  there  is  no  Committee 
on  Finance)  for  recommended  action  before  presentation  to  the  local  unit. 

4.  Each  local  unit  shall  include  in  its  budget  a minimum  of  thirty-five  (35)  cents  per 
member  for  district  administration  and  membership  development.  (Effective  date, 
January  1,  1975;  as  amended  September  20,  1974.) 

5.  Local  units  may  contribute  an  amount  equal  to  twenty-five  (25)  cents  per  member  to 
the  budget  of  the  Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic  Foundation,  provided  the  total  conference 
organization  giving  for  this  cause  does  not  exceed  Three  Thousand  ($3,000)  Dollars, 
these  funds  to  be  sent  at  regular  reporting  times  to  the  district  treasurers. 

6.  a.  Local  units  shall  be  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  conference 

organization  on  the  basis  of  one  delegate  for  each  one  hundred  (100)  members,  or 
major  fraction  thereof,  provided  every  unit,  regardless  of  size,  shall  be  entitled  to 
at  least  one  delegate. 

b.  Membership  for  each  unit  will  be  determined  according  to  the  current  Annual 
Report,  unless  corrections  are  given  to  the  conference  president  sixty  (60)  days  in 
advance  of  the  annual  meeting. 

7.  Elections  shall  be  held  in  September,  and  those  elected  shall  assume  their  duties  on 
January  1 of  the  following  year. 

8.  Local  units  shall  be  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  district  organization  on 
the  basis  of  one  delegate  for  each  twenty-five  (25)  members,  or  major  fraction  thereof, 
provided  each  unit,  regardless  of  size,  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one  delegate. 

9.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  treasurer  of  the  local  unit,  or  the  inability  of  the 
treasurer  to  discharge  the  duties  of  that  office,  the  president  of  the  unit  shall  be 
authorized  and  empowered  by  the  Administrative  Committee  (or  the  Executive 
Committee,  if  there  is  no  Administrative  Committee)  to  draw  and  sign  checks  on 
behalf  of  the  unit.

STANDING  RULES  FOR  THE  DISTRICT  ORGANIZATION 
OF  UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN 


1.  Thirty  (30)  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  district  organization,  the  secretary 
of  the  district  shall  send  to  each  local  unit  president  delegate  registration  cards  for  the 
meeting  and  instructions  for  their  use. 

2.  Local  units  shall  be  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  district  organization  on 
the  basis  of  one  delegate  for  each  twenty-five  (25)  members,  or  major  fraction  thereof, 
provided  every  unit,  regardless  of  size,  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one  delegate. 

3.  The  voting  membership  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  district  organization  shall  be  the 
delegates  from  the  local  units  and  the  members  of  the  executive  committee  of  district 
organization. 

4.  Districts  may  be  divided  into  sub-districts  according  to  the  following  guidelines: 

a.  (DA  chairperson  for  each  sub-district  shall  be  named  or  elected  at  a time  that 

will  enable  her  to  be  installed  with  the  elected  leadership  of  the  district 
organization.  She  shall  be  a member  of  the  district  executive  committee. 

(2)  The  method  of  selecting  the  sub-district  chairperson  shall  be  determined  by 
the  district  executive  committee. 

b.  The  number  of  sub-district  meetings  to  be  held  during  the  year  and  the  program 
emphases  for  such  meetings  shall  be  recommended  by  the  executive  committee  of 
the  district  organization. 

c.  An  offering  may  be  taken  at  each  sub-district  meeting.  The  chairperson  may 
deduct  expenses  for  the  meeting  before  remittance  is  made  to  the  district 
treasurer. 

5.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  treasurer  of  the  district  organization,  or  the  inability  of 
the  treasurer  to  discharge  the  duties  of  that  office,  the  president  of  the  district 
organization  shall  be  authorized  and  empowered  by  the  Administrative  Committee  to 
draw  and  sign  checks  on  behalf  of  the  district  organization. 

6.  The  time  between  the  election  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  assumption  of  her  duties  shall 
be  a time  of  training  during  which  she  will  work  with  the  incumbent  Treasurer, 
especially  in  preparing  the  fourth  quarterly  report.  The  Treasurer-elect  shall  attend  all 
Finance  and  Executive  Committee  meetings  and  training  events  occurring  during  this 
interim  period.  (AS  ADOPTED  SEPTEMBER  13,  1975)
